Americans. That's all there are, the 
Reds said. 


For those who find the names of 


loved ones on the lists it will be 
the answer to endless prayers. 


But for thousands of others the 


lists will extend the hours of an- 
guish. The name they want to see 
will not be there. Only the end of 
the war and time will tell. 


The 
United 
Nations Command 


has no way of knowing in what con- 
dition the prisoners will be when 
eventually released. 


Allied spokesmen have expressed 


great fear many 
prisoners 
died 


from lack of food and' proper care. 


The Reds have made propaganda 


capital of their good treatment of 
some prisoners. They have even re- 
leased small groups after attempt- 
ed Communist indoctrination in ef- 
forts to induce other U. N. soldiers 
to surrender. It didn't work.
